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The book of Commandments and mevell 
tions was to be dedicated by prayer to the ser- 
vice of Almighty God, by me; and after{ had 
done this, I inquired of the Lord concern ng- 
these things, and received the fo'lowing:

Hearken unto me, saith the Lord your God, 
for my servant Oliver Cowdery’s sake, itis not 
wisdom in me that he should be entrusted with 
the commandments andthe moneys which he 
shall carry unto the land of Zion, except one 
g+ with him who will be true id faithful :— 
wherefore I the Lord willeth that my servant 
John Whitmer, should go with my servant Oli- 
ver Cowdery. And aleo that he shall continue 
io writing and making 2 history of all the im- 
portant things which. he shall observe and 
know, concerning my charch, and also that he 
receive council and assistance from my servant 
Oliver Cowdery, and others. : 

And alvo, my servants who are abroad in ‘he 
earth, should send forth the accounts of their 
stewardships to the land of Zion; for the land 
of Zion shall be a scat anda place to receive 
and do all these things; nevertheless, let my 
servant John Whitmer travel many times from 

*p'ace to place, and from church to church, that 
he may the more easily obtain knowledge: 
preaching and expounding, writing, copying, 
selecting, and obtaining all things which 
shall be far the good of the church, and fot the 


rising generations, that shall grow up on the 


land of Zion, to pussess it from generation to 
generation, forever and ever: Amen. 

My time was occupied closely in receiving 
the commandments and sitting in conference, 
for nearly two weeks; for we held from the 
first to the twelfth of November, four specia! 
conferences. In the last, which was held at 
brother Johnson’s, in Hiram, aftey deliberate 
consideration, in consequence of the book of 
Revelations, now to be printed, being the foun. 
dation of the church in these last days and a 
benefit to the world, showing that the keys of 
the mysteties of the kingdom of our Savior, are 
again entrusted to man; and the riches of eter- 
nity within the compass of those who are will- 
ing to live by every word that proceedeth out 
of the mouth of God, therefore the conference 
prized the revelations to be worth to the church 
the riches of the whole earth, speaking tempo- 
rally. The great benefits to the world, which 
result from the Book of Mormon and the teve- 
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iptiour, Wuich the Lord lias seem iu his lu 
finite wisdom to grant unto us for our salva- 
tion, and for the salvation of all that will be- 
lheve, were duly appreciated; and in answer to 
an inquiry, I received the follewing
